Applicant's arguments filed 05/01/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that reference doest not teach "obtaining an 
estimate of position, velocity and direction of motion of a subscriber station " and 

Applicant's specifically defined the word "heading' as the velocity. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees, in Wang reference teaches "obtaining an 
estimate of position, velocity and direction of motion of a subscriber station" (Abstract, 
C3, LI -38, C6, L6-31, teach determining the position and the velocity of the mobile 
which estimate position when the mobile enter target/new cell for handover). Further the 
word "heading" which examiner defined as direction where the mobile/subscriber station 
heading. 

Therefore, examiner interpreted "obtaining an estimate of position, velocity and 
direction of motion of a subscriber station" as broadest reasonable interpretation and it 
is proper.
